AN TOWAN’S LETTER. 


“A Garden of Eden—The California 
Citrus Fair.“ 


Mr. L. K. Washburne Concindes His Califor- 
nia Trip—Some of His Observa- 
tions—Personals. 


The letter was written from River- 
side to the Muscatine, Iowa, Journal, 
March 24, while Mr. Washburne was 
en route home. 

Eprrons Journat:—Since my last, 
Los Angeles Valley has had four days 
and nights of glorious rain, and never 
did ducks and geese rejoice more at an 
abundant supply of the aqueous fluid 


giving showers. Much apprehension 
had been felt lest not getting the indis- 
pensablc amount of rain needed the 
grain crops of the year might prove a 
failure. While they could yet stand 
more, the old settlers claim this will in- 
sure a reasonably good crop the coming 
season on lands not irrigable. Where 
they have water toirrigate they are to 
some extent independent of rains, al- 
though there are few, if any streams in 
which the amount of water is not af- 
fected by the amount of rainfall.

The truth 
18 fairs, agricultural, horticultural, me- 
chanical and now the citrus fruit fairs 
have resulted from the active, progres- 
sive, inventive minds of the north men. 
Alas, that so many of them have been 
allowed to drift into a horse race and a 
good chance to sell lager beer and 
candy, with only a few pumpkins and 
other things, to make it respectable go- 
ing there. Not so here, however. None 
come here expecting to see anything not 
legitimately in the line of citrus fruit 
culture. 

I might remark here for the benefit 
of eastern people not familiar with cit- 
rus fruit culture, that this class of fruit 
comes to its maturity here about March, 
and hence the fair at this time of the 

ear for this special class of fr Ats. 
e oranges will remain on the trees 
here for two years, as we saw illustra- 
tions, yet as a rule they are picked 
about a year from the time of blossom- 
ing, while the tree is putting forth in- 
numerable new blossoms, or possibly

with the citrus fruits here is the peach, 
apricot, nectarines, grapes, strawber- 
ries, blackberries, raspberries, quince 
and olives, in cans, in such perfection 
as to make a sick man hungry 
The display of raisins was remarka- 
ble. Here were stemmed raisins that 
nine of them made a layer across a ten 
inch box. There were some 4 or 
ten entries from Riverside, Orange, San 
Bernardino and Fresno.
